Pioneers 
Day With Biggest 


Crowd on Record 
An 


Enjoyable Program 


One of the cleanest and 
nicest 
celebrations ever given in the valley 
was the celebration of the Twenty 
fourth of July at Thatcher 
Soon 
after eight oclock in the morning 
carriage loads 
began pouring into 
town from every direction and 
the 
morning train brought another load 
from down the valley 
About nine 
oclock the pioneer parade formed 
at the old 
Academy 
and 
took 
un 
their line of march 
This 
was a 
sight 
worth seeing 
Mr 
Perkins 
tugged 
wearily at his 
hand 
cart 
while 
Martin Martenson followed 
with a mule and a cow hitched to a 
dilapidated 
looking 
wagon 
Next 
came Joe 
Robinson 
with 
a bony 
horse 
hitched in pole shafts 
to a 
light wagon containing some tired 
looking 
children 
After this came 
the Farley 
boys and 
others 
with 
dilapidated 
covered 
wagons 
con-

galloped 
off at full 
speed 
only 
to 
rally their braves and make another 
attack 
as 
the 
train

passing 
across the open prairie of the Acad 
emy 
campus

suddenly disappeared and the

neers
